2- OraSure has published data showing that environment contamination
may occurr with in the first 30 min after exposure, but clears
thereafter.

3- The proposed guidelines do not allow use of oral fluid testing for
follow-up and return to duty testing due to short detection time.|t
should be considered that oral fiuid testing of over 77,000 specimens
produced nearly identical and in some cases better detection rates
compared to urine testing (Cone et al.,JAT, 26:541-546,2002.
